No, it 
doesn’t if you are really in earnest and let your friends 
and associates see that you aren’t bluffing when you say,

might jeer at your actions cannot matter very much 
anyhow.

Make a good 
Retreat. Give to God for three days what He gives to 
you every day of the year, love, devotion, undivided at- 
tention. Enter into the holy spirit of Retreat; feel in 
your soul grace awakened, renewed, alive. Do you want 
to make a good Retreat?

SILVER TONGUES SILENCED 

It is unfortunate that the National Oratorical Con- 
test has been eliminated this year. The sponsors state 
as their reason for its discontinuance inability to meet 
the expenses that a nation-wide contest would incur. 
Present financial conditions have necessitated many 
economy measures but few with as drastic effects on 
that part of the population still attending school. 

The Kansas City Star has always been such an en- 
thusiastic patron of the Oratorical contests that they 
have aroused public interest each year. Now that the 
young orators are deprived of such an excellent oppor- 
tunity to gain experience, there may be a sharp decline 
in student efforts in the field of oratory. When there 
was the national contest ahead to work for, the compe- 
tition was keen; now the incentive has been removed. 

It is emphatically hoped that the sponsors may see 
their way clear to continue the contest within the next 
year or so. 



A CATHOLIC RENAISSANCE 

After noting the gloomy predictions of philosophers 
and scientists regarding the uselessness of life, the reduc- 
tion of man to a mere collection of cells and the possi- 
bility of a war in which half of mankind will perish, it 
is stimulating and instructive to peruse the works of 
eminent Catholic writers in which the solid and unchang- 
ing attitude of the Catholic Church is set forth as a safe 
anchor in this topsy-turvy world. Unfortunately the 
majority of Catholic laymen do not attach sufficient im- 
portance to the power of their Church in modern times, 
its influence for sane progressive movements, and strict 
adherence to ideals. Firm upon a safe foundation of 
centuries of changeless dogma, the Church has survived 
gracefully the supercilious bite of a Rousseau, a Voltaire, 
with immunity. Religious fanatics have hammered at 
the door of Rome; but their influence has been as a 
spray of water thrown against a staunch and immovable 
rock. 

At present, after past centuries of the Humanist 
revival in ancient lore, the wide-sweeping so-called re- 
forms of Luther and Calvin, the intellectual upheaval of 
the seventeenth century, the recent epic of science and 
the defeat of civilization by the War and Depression, we 
turn to the Catholic Church for guidance, for belief, for 
courage. A Catholic Renaissance? The era was never 
more timely. Amid this scene of woe and desolation it 
is encouraging that there should appear an emblem of 
hope in the hand of the Church. We have a strong and 
able leader in Pope Pius XI; we have eminent writers 
of prose and poetry, who are moulding public thought. 
An aroused Catholic laity is not merely advisable; it is 
essential, vital. The late conversion of many famous 
men of letters and science has showed the world that 
thinking men are coming more and more to realize the 
preeminent position of the Catholic Church in the re- 
ligious, political, economic and social worlds of today. 
The Catholic Church is more than a guardian of morals 
and a teacher of correct philosophy and right living; she 
is a progressive and able leader, the best that the world 
has ever known. 



AS EDITORS RAVE 

The ravings of editors over readers’ neglect of their 
prized editorial sections are not all fictional exaggera- 
tion. Not satisfied with results obtained by the article 
titled “Grow,” which appeared in the December issue, 
the Teresian again takes a stand with the disconsolate 
editorialists and urges conversions, however limited, to 
the ranks of those who peruse this section of the paper. 
Stimulation of interest is an objective well worth the 
trouble of an intensive campaign. 

In most instances editorials are a last resort. Only 
the absence of additional reading matter tempts most 
readers tu turn to the editorial pa&c and peruse the 
articles found there. Why is the idea so prevalent that 
the content of this particular page must of necessity be 
dry, uninteresting matter, instructive in design and 
therefore to be as carefully avoided as the proverbial 
adder? In practice as well as in theory, editorial com- 
ment is perhaps the most original and imaginative part 
of the average paper. Individual columns only are ex- 
cepted, but these two features cannot be compared to 
advantage because of their difference in purpose. Col- 
umns are written primarily to entertain; editorials are 
of a more serious nature. If it were possible to con- 
vince readers that editorials are general opinions on 
current topics, topics that are important to everyone, 
then, perhaps, interest in reading them would be stim- 
ulated. Although there is always a purpose inspiring 
the article, it is often times presented in a light and 
entertaining vein. It is the wise writer who realizes 
the antipathy most readers feel toward editorial mate- 
rial, and yet accomplishes the purpose of his articles 
pleasingly, in a convincing manner. 

One aspect of the subject places the blame on the 
reader, who has not given the printed editorial a chance 
to speak for itself. Judge not before trial! To the 
writer can be addressed the complaint that people do 
not recognize the good points in this work because lack 
of color tends toward lack of interest on the reader’s 
part. There can be nothing obscure in the presenta- 
tion of a topic that has possibilities of molding opinion. 

Give the editorial page a chance! 



NEW YEAR’S RESOLUTIONS 

As each year draws to a close the idea of forming 
resolutions for the coming twelve months occurs to most 
individuals. In many cases nothing is ever done about 
this inspiration; the view point is taken that resolutions 
are advisable for the other fellow but not for one’s self. 
It seems as though only a few people get around to the 
making of these rules of self-discipline. Moreover just 
a small percentage persevere in keeping them. 

A periodic check-up is essential if one wishes to 
succeed in carrying out his intentions. If a mental in- 
ventory is taken one can see just where he has profited 
or failed, as the case may be. If the former result has 
been obtained there is a certain sense of satisfaction 
experienced by the person concerned. 

Even though the first month of 1934 is well under 
way it is by no means too late to make some resolutions. 
A few well-kept ones will be much more profitable than 
many made to be kept only half-heart.edly. Every pro- 
gram should include some plan for character building. 
Most important of all is the religious phase and frequent 
Holy Communions should be the goal. Perseverance will 
be necessary to carry out this purpose. A mere desire 
to do so will not be sufficient under the regulations of 
the N. R. A. (Newyear Resolution Association). We all 
know what place is paved with good intentions.

EDUCATIONAL PSYCHOLOGY 
I William A. Kelly, Ph. D.l 

(The Bruce Publishing Co., $2.40) 

Don’t think that if you are not a 
member of the psychology class this 
book will not interest you. Of course 
it is really a text book compiled for 
student use but it makes interesting 
reading for anyone, no matter what 
his position in life. 

As a popular reviewer said, “Dr. 
Kelly’s work will aid teachers and 
others to see education as a help for 
life — not merely as a help for making 
a living.” 

Educational psychology has suffered 
greatly in recent years from a spirit 
of unfaith and materialism. In his 
work Dr. Kelly, a Jesuit professor at 
Creighton University, bases his teach- 
ings upon the newest and best find- 
ings of psychology, but he presents 
principles from a Catholic viewpoint. 

Joseph Husslain, S. J., says that 
psychology “has become psychology 
with the essential ‘psyche’ entirely 
forgotten,” or in other words it is the 
bare science without the soul which 
should be its very basis. 

The book consists of twenty-five 
chapters beginning with “The Nature 
and Function of Educational Psychol- 
ogy” and ending with “The Principles 
of Mental Hygiene.” The only “text- 
booky” part of this work appears in 
the exercises at the close of each chap- 
ter and the test questions and out- 
lines for reports in the appendix. 

Dr. Kelly’s chapter on “The Will” 
: s a revelation to so-called moderns. 
First he defines the term, “will”, then 
cells of its nature. In two brief pages 
the author gives the exact proof of 
the freedom of the will in such a 
simple clear style that any person can 
understand it. 

With New Year’s resolutions in 
vogue we might resolve to add a few 
of the more difficult books to our list. 
With this in mind we can start with 
none better than Dr. Kelly’s “Educa- 
tional Psychology.”

Let’s give ourselves a pat on the 
back for the showing made by the 
baby Athletic Club against that whirl- 
wind team from Harrisonville who 
call themselves the Cass County All- 
Stars.
